The democratic national committee 


have evidently been badly scared by 
the result in Indiana and Ohio. 
They 


issued this morning an address to the 
people, which is as little a compliment 
to their own discretion in their party's 
emergency, as it is. to the integrity of 
the people of the United States. They 
assume that the'elections in Indiana 
and Ohio were carried by intimidation, 
fraud, and corruption, and that by these 
unworthy means the republicans are in 
danger of carrying the remaining states 
of the north; although the fact that the 
efforts which were in Indiana and Ohio 
concentrated upon two states, mast now 
be spread over the country at large, 
will, the committee think, prevent the 
success of the programme. 
The demo- 


cratic national committee, in mating 
the assertion that Indiana and Ohio 
were carried at the late elections by in- 
timidation, fraud,-and violence, insult 
the people of these states, and destroy 
what chance they mr.y have had of re- 
gaining either of them next month.

of tbe Lincoln Club, of Indunapohs, 
came to Mentor this morning by a^spe- 
oial train, to pay their respects to Gen. 
Garfield. 
All wore linen dusters and 


three cornered straw bats as a bur- 
lesque on ibe rich costumes of the Jef- 
ferson clab of their city. 
Coming up 


the fatm lane from the railroad, led by 
a band, they made a novel appearance. 
Arriving at the house Uen. Garfield ap- 
peared, and the club chairman, M. G. 
McLain, made a brief address in which 
he eulogized the republican party and 
ite candidates. Be said the club came 
to bring good news from Indiana, and 
gire assurance of a greater victory un- 
der tbe inspiration of Gen. James A. 
Garfield's leadership. Gen. Garfield re- 
sponded as follows: 


"GENTLEMEN—You have corae as 


bearers of dispatches, so your chairman 
tells me, and I am glad to hear this 
news you bring and exceedingly glad to 
see the bringers of the news, Your un- 
iform, the name of your club, the place 
frora which you come, aie full of sug- 
gestions. You recollect the verses that 
were often .quoted about the old Conti- 
nental soldiers. The old three corner- 
ed hate and the breeches that were BO 
fjuecr. 
Your costume brings back to 


our memory the days of the Continen- 
tals of 1776 whose principles you rep- 
resent. You are called the Lincoln 
Club, and Lincoln was himHelf a revi- 
val, a restoration of the days of '76 and 
their doctrines. The great Proclama- 
tion of Emancipation which he penaed, 
was the second Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, broader, fuller—the 
New 


Testament of human liberty. And then 
you come from Indiana, supposed to be 
a western state, but yet in its traditions 
older than Ohio. More than one hun- 
dred years ago a gallant Virginian went 
far up into your wilderness, captured 
two or three forts, took down the Brit- 
ish flag and reared the stars and stripes. 
Vincennes and Cahokia and a post in 
Illinois were a part of that capture. 
Your native state was one of the first 
fruits of that splendid fighting power 
which gave the whole west to the Uni-_ 
ted States. 
And now these represen- 


tatives of Indiana come representing 
the revolution in your hats; represent- 
ing Abraham Lincoln in your badges 
and representing the victory b»ih of 
the revolution and Lincoln in the news 
you bring. I could not be an Ameri- 
can and fail to welcome your costumes, 
your badges, your news, and yourselves. 
Many Indiana men were my comrades in 
the days of the war. I remember a reg- 
iment ot them that was under my com- 
mand near Corinth. When it seemed 
necessary for the defense of our forces 
to cut down a little piece of timber— 
seventy-five acres, we unboxed from my 
brigade about 4,000 new axes, and tbe 
fifty-first regiment Indiana volunteers 
chopped down more trees in half a day 
than I supposed it was possible could 
fall in any forest in a week. It appears 
that in the great political forest from 
which you have just come your axes 
have been busy again. I especially 
welcome the axmen of the fifty-first 
regiment who may happen to be here, 
and thank you all, gentlemen, for the 
compliment of your visit, and the good 
news you bring. I don't prize that 
news half so muoh for its personal re- 
lations to yon and t« me as I do be- 
cause it is a revival of the spirit of '76, 
the ipirit of Abraham Lincoln, tbe spir- 
it of universal liberty and the spirit of 
just and equal law all over this land, 
that gives your news its great signifi- 
cance. Gentlemen, I thank you again, 
and shall be glad to take you by tbe 
hand." 


After being introduced to Gen. Gar- 


field and family, the party, with three 
cheers and a salute from their canu on, 
took the train for Cleveland, where 
they spent the afternoon. 
On arriving 


in Cleveland, at one o'clock, the Indi- 
anians were met at the depot by a 
delegation of Cleveland republicans, 
beaded by a band, and escorted up 
town, the visitors continually shouting 
"Porter," "Porter." 
The 
business 


houses of the republicans on the route 
of the march were liberally decorated 
with flags and drapery. 
At the head 


of tbe column a detail of men bore an 
arch bearing the inscripton, "Ohio and 
and Indiana." The Lincoln Club car- 
ried horizontally a piece of cloth with 
a portrait of English. The procession 
marched to the Armory, where speech- 
es were made by representatives of both 
cities. 


After the speeches the visitors were 


taken in charge by the Clevelanders 
and, after dining, were shown about the 
city. In the evening there was a bril- 
liant torchlight procession. The Indi- 
anians left for home to-night.
